In  compliance  with  the  45th  canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  White  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress. 

Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  Deputies  of  this 


Convention, 


On  the  5th  of  June  last,  I preached  and  confirmed  in  Wil- 
mington, in  the  state  of  Delaware.  In  the  afternoon  and  the 
evening  of  the  same  day,  I preached  twice  in  the  church  in 
Newcastle,  in  the  same  state;  and,  the  next  day,  I preached 
and  confirmed  in  St.  John’s  church,  New-London,  in  Chester 
county,  in  this  state.  On  the  28th  of  July,  I preached  and 
confirmed  in  St.  David’s  church,  Radnor,  Chester  county. 
October  15th,  I preached  in  St.  James’s  church,  in  the  city 
of  Lancaster;  and  on  the  same  day  I consecrated  the  said 
cTiurch,  erected  on  the  site  of  a former  church.  On  the  next 
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tlay  I held  a confinnati  m in  the  same,  and  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  the  Rev.  Charles  G.  Snowden.  On  the  next  day, 
I held  a confirmation  in  Christ  church,  Leacock  township, 
of  the  same  county;  and  on  the  next,  I did  the  same  in  St. 
John’s  church,  Pequa,  in  the  same  county. 

On  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  I preached  in  and  conse- 
crated Trinity  church,  ir  !;he  borough  of  Easton,  and  admi- 
nistered the  holy  office  of  confirmation.  And  on  the  next 
day,  I ordained  to  the  office  of  priest  the  Rev.  John  Rodney, 
the  rector  of  the  said  church. 

Besides  the  ordinations  already  noticed,  on  the  8th  day  of 
June,  I ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  priests,  the  Rev.  Samu- 
el C.  Brinkle,  and  to  the  holy  office  of  deacons,  Charles  P. 
M‘Ilvaine.  And  on  the  24th  day’  of  December,  I ordained 
to  the  holy  office  of  priests,  the  Rev.  Manning  B.  Roche. 

During  the  last  year,  there  have  been  entered  as  candidates 
for  the  ministry,  Mr.  Henry  Mason,  Mr.  J.  R.  Goodman, 
and  Mr.  Matthew  Matthews. 

The  number  confirmed,  within  the  last  year,  is  218. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglas  has  removed  from  this  dio- 
cess  to  that  of  Jersey.  The  Rev.  George  Woodruff,  late  of 
the  diocess  of  New  Jersey,  has  lately  taken  charge  of  the 
church  in  Carlisle.  The  Rev.  Charles  P.  MHlvaine,  soon 
after  his  ordination,  removed  to  the  diocess  of  Maryland. 
Since  the  last  convention,  the  Rev.  Charles  Snowden  has  re- 
moved from  his  former  connexion,  to  Huntingdon  on  the 
Juniata. 

It  is  painful  to  me  to  record,  that  within  these  few  days, 
I have  received  information  of  the  decease  of  the  Rev. 
Elijah  G.  Plumb,  of  Northumberland. 

On  the  25th  of  last  month,  I laid  the  corner  stone  of  a new 
church  in  Southwark,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Trinity 
church. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  the  society  for  the  ad- 
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vancement  of  Christianity  has  materially  felt  the  pressure  of 
the  times.  They  however  peisevere  to  tVje  extent  of  pte 
encouragement  bestowed.  In  the  ensuing  season,  their  exer- 
tions will  be  on  a smaller  scale  than  heretofore;  but  the  hope 
is  cherished,  that  there  will  not  be  abandoned  this  charitable 
expedient  for  the  sending  of  occasional  aid  to  vicinities,  in 
which  the  members  of  our  corronunion  are  too  few  or  too 
poor  to  provide  for  a settled  ministry  among  theinseb^s. 

In  the  address  at  the  last  annual  convention,  there  was 
mentioned  a digested  scheme  of  a missionary  society,  to  ex- 
tend over  the  American  union.  Such  a scheme  was  accord- 
ingly  proposed,  and  adopted  by  the  general  convention;  bui 
in  consequence  of  an  irregularity  in  enacting,  it  has  not 
hitherto  been  possible  to  carry  the  design  into  effect.  It  has 
been  an  unfortunate  result,  that  the  missionary  society  which 
had  existed  in  this  city  for  a few  years,  has  been  dormant, 
under  the  expectation  of  another  on  a more  enlarged  plan. 

Our  Prayer  Book  society  have  their  stereo-type  still  in 
operation,  but  are  obliged  to  a temporary  suspension  of  gra- 
tuitous distribution;  and  for  a while  to  confer  no  further  be- 
nefit, than  the  furnishing  of  the  book  at  a very  low  price. 

Our  Sunday  schools  continue  their  beneficial  operation. 
We  may  hope  that  it  will  be  more  and  more  felt;  and  that 
there  will  be  an  honourable  emulation  among  different  reli- 
gious societies,  in  regard  to  the  mass  of  good  to  be  respec- 
tively achieved  by  them.  On  this  ground,  they  may  all  cul- 
tivate esteem  for  one  another.  But  in  our  church  it  is  essen- 
tial to  this  object,  that  there  should  be  excluded  all  exterior 
influence;  which,  instead  of  producing  liberality,  as  is  imagin- 
ed by  some,  is  sure  to  lead  to  contention,  having  never  been 
attempted,  without  the  exaction  of  our  yielding  some  of  the 
properties  of  our  system,  conceived  of  by  us  as  important. 

The  Female  Tract  Society  have  not  relaxed  either  in  their 
exertions  or  in  their  usefulness;  and  the  interest  which  has 
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been  caken  in  these  small  productions,  may  reasonably  be 
considered  as  evidence  of  the  merits  of  their  selections. 

It  ought  to  be  considered  as  evidencing  an  interest  taken 
in  the  future  comfort  of  the  families  of  the  clergy  of  this 
diocess,  when  there  is  again  mentioned  to  them  the  growth 
of  the  fund  in  which  an  annuity  may  be  purchased;  although 
it  is  a benefit  of  which  ver.  few  avail  themselves. 

That  very  important  institution,  the  Bible  society,  has  suf- 
fered, like  every  other,  from  the  decay  of  trade.  It  is  men- 
tioned, that  there  may  be  continued  and  increased,  the  inter- 
est which  the  members  of  our  communion  have  taken  in  its 
concerns. 

Since  our  last  assembling,  the  theological  school,  at  first 
located  in  New  York,  has  been  transferred  to  New  Haven. 
There  is  a board  of  agents  in  this  city,  for  the  furthering  of 
the  designs  of  that  important  seminary.  'Ihey  propose  soon 
to  begin  the  work  of  soliciting  contributions  for  its  endow- 
ment. It  ought  to  be  presumed,  that  all  the  members  of  this 
body  will  bestow  their  best  endeavours,  for  the  accomplish- 
ing of  what  the  collective  wisdom  of  the  church  has  judged 
the  best  expedient  for  the  attaining  of  an  object,  which  must 
meet  the  wishes  of  us  all. 

To  the  membei's  of  convention,  now  assembled,  both 
clerical  and  lay,  the  enumerated  institutions  may  be  proposed, 
as  means  of  extending  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  But 
to  give  them  effect,  there  must  be  from  the  clergy  the  faith- 
ful administration,  and  on  the  part  of  the  laity  a due  attend- 
ance on  those  ordinances,  which  constitute  and  continue  us 
the  subjects  of  that  kingdom,  and  are  its  appointed  seals. 
Even  this  will  be  insufficient  to  give  to  our  exertions  any  con- 
siderable effect,  independently  on  a suitable  life  and  conver- 
sation; without  which,  there  cannot  be  sufficient  evidence  of 
an  interesting  of  the  affections,  in  a cause  possessed  of  so 
inadequate  an  influence  over  its  patrons.

At  a rueet’ng  of  the  general  convention  of  the  Protestant 
fLpiscjpal  churchy  held  in  St.  fames’  church,  Philadelphia, 
in  the  month  of  May,  1820, 

Richard  Harrisson,esq.  offered  the  following  resolution  and 
proposed  alteration  of  the  constitution,  which  resolution  was 
adopted,  and  sent  to  the  house  of  bishops. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  made  known  to  the  several  state  con- 
ventions of  this  church,  that  it  is  proposed  to  consider  at  the 
next  general  convention,  and  if  deemed  expedient,  finally  to 
ratify,  the  following  alterations  of  the  first  article  of  the  con- 
stitution: By  striking  out  so  much  of  the  first  article  as  re- 
lates to  the  time  of  holding  the  general  convention,  and  by 
inserting,  after  the  words  “ United  States  of  America,”  in 
the  said  article,  the  yvords  “ at  such  time  in  every  third  year, 
and;” — and  further,  by  inserting  after  the  word  convention,” 
the  following  clause;  “ and  in  case  there  shall  be  an  epidemic 
disease,  or  any  other  good  cause  to  render  it  necessary  to 
alter  the  place  fixed  on  for  any  such  meeting  of  the  conven- 
tion, the  presiding  bishop  shall  have  it  in  his  poyver  to  appoint 
another  convenient  place,  (as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place  fixed 
on)  for  the  holding  of  such  cony^ention.”

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  devi- 
sing a plan  for  the  future  admission  of  churches  into  the  con- 
nection of  this  Convention,  reported  as  follows: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  pre- 
paring a plan  for  the  admission  of  congregations  into  the 
church  of  this  state,  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  conven- 
tion, the  adoption  of  the  following  canon. 

To  entitle  a congregation  to  admission  into  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  it  shall  here- 
after be  required,  that  the  congregation  requesting  to  be  ad- 
mitted, shall  exhibit  to  the  convention  the  original,  or  a certi- 
fied copy,  of  their  articles  of  association,  or  charter  of  incor- 
poration, as  the  case  may  be;  and  it  shall  appear  therein,  that 
such  congregation  accedes  to  the  constitution,  canons,  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worship  of  the  said  church,  and  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the  United  States.  And  fur- 
ther, that  the  said  charter  or  act  of  association  has  been  duly 
submitted  to  the  bishop  and  standing  committee,  or  in  case  of 
a vacancy  in  the  episcopate,  to  the  standing  committee,  and 
approved,  as  recommended  by  existing  regulations.  And  if 
their  approbation  be  withheld,  they  shall  report  to  the  con- 
vention the  charter  or  articles  of  association,  with  the  reasons 
of  their  disapprobation,  for  its  final  decision  in  the  case. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  Meredith, 
and  adopted. 

Resolved,  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
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expediency  of  applying  to  the  civil  authority  for  a Charter 
of  Incorporation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania — and  should  they  deem  it  expedient,  to 
prepare  a draught  of  the  same  and  submit  it  to  the  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee  for  their  approbation,  and  to  report 
to  the  next  convention. 

Mr.  Meredith,  Rev.  Dr.  Beasley,  and  the  Rev.  Bird  Wil- 
son were  appointed  on  this  committee. 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  the  Convention  now  proceed  to 
the  election  of  a Standing  Committee  and  Council  of  Advice,

— After  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  a let- 
ter was  received  from  Salmon  Bosworth  in  the  name  of  the 
congregation  at  Pike,  Bradford  county,  apologizing  in  con- 
sequence of  the  distance,  for  not  sending  delegates  to  this 
Convention. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  for  the  Diocess  of 
Pennsylvania^  appointed  by  a resolution  of  the  Standing 
Conunittee  of  the  7th  day  of  June  last,  beg  leave  to  report — 
That  at  the  time  of  their  appointment,  there  was  standing 
in  the  name  of  the  late  Trustees  of  that  fund,  five  thousand, 
eight  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and  four  cents,  United  States 


six  per  cent,  stock;  which,  in  pursuance  of  the  before  mention- 
ed resolution,  has  been  transferred  to  the  present  Trustees, 
and  now  stands  in  their  names  on  the  books  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States.  That  since  that  period,  the  present 
Trustees  have  received  the  dividends  on  the  said  stock  to  the 
first  instant,  and  have  invested  the  same  together  with  twen- 
ty dollars  received  from  St.  John’s  Church  in  the  Northern 
Liberties,  in  the  like  manner  in  six  per  cent,  stock.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  this  sum,  with  former  investments,  make  together 
six  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty- two  dollars  and  sixty- one 
cents,  which  comprises  the  whole  amount  of  stock  belonging 
at  this  time  to  the  Episcopate  fund. 

The  Trustees  have  annexed  an  account,  which  shows  the 
dividends  on  stock  received  since  their  appointment,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  dividends  as  they  were  severally  receiv- 
ed, have  been  invested.

Dr.  Convention  oj  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Pennsylvania  in  account  with  John  Head,  Treasurer. 
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Repealing  a part  of  the  forty-fifth  Canon  passed  in  1808. 

That  part  of  the  forty-fifth  Canon  which  requires  the  Epis- 
copal addresses  inserted  on  the  journal  of  each  state  or  dio- 
cesan convention,  to  be  read  in  the  house  of  clerical  and  lay 
deputies  in  General  Convention,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  II. 

Repealing  the  first  Canon^  passed  in  1817. 

The  principal  object  contemplated  by  the  first  canon  pas- 
sed in  general  convention  in  the  year  1817,  having  been  ac- 
complished by  the  election  and  consecration  of  a bishop  for 
the  diocess  of  Ohio,  the  said  canon  is  hereby  repealed. 


CANON  III. 

Concerning  Pastoral  Letters. 

Whereas,  there  is  reason  to  fear  that  the  pastoral  letters 
issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  ad- 
dressed to  the  members  of  the  Episcopal  church,  fail  of 
their  intended  effect  for  want  of  sufficient  publicity:  It  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  having  a pastoral 
charge,  when  any  such  letter  is  published,  to  read  the  same 
to  his  congregation  on  some  occasion  of  public  worship. 


CANON  IV. 

In  addition  to  the  seventeenth  Canon,  passed  in  1808. 

In  the  case  of  a minister  of  some  other  denomination  of 
Christians  applying  for  holy  orders  in  this  church,  the  stan- 
ding committee  may  receive  testimonials  of  his  piety,  good 
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morals,  and  orderly  conduct  from  twelve  members  of  the 
denomination  from  M'hich  he  came;  provided  the  members 
of  the  committee  have  s.'ch  confidence  in  the  persons  thus 
testifying,  as  to  satisfy  ihc  rn  of  the  correctness  of  the  testi- 
mony; and  also  a testimoitial  to  the  same  effect  from  at  least 
one  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church. 

CANON  V. 

Amending  the  seventeenth  Cai  on  passed  in  1808. 

When  any  person,  not  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  who 
has  officiated  as  a minister  among  any  oti  er  denomination 
of  Christians,  shall  apply  for  orders  in  this  church,  the  Bish- 
op, to  whom  application  is  made,  shall  require  of  him  (in 
addition  to  the  qualifications  made  necessary  by'  the  seven- 
teenth Canon,)  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  resided  at 
least  one  year  in  the  United  States,  previous  to  his  applica- 
tion. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  consecration  of  bishops  during  the  recess  of  the  General 

Convention. 

If,  during  the  recess  of  the  general  convention,  the  Church 
in  any'  state  or  diocess  should  be  desirous  of  the  consecra- 
tion of  a bishop  elect,  the  standing  committee  of  the  church 
in  such  state  or  diocess  may',  by  their  president  or  by  some 
person  or  persons  specially'  appointed,  communicate  the  de- 
sire to  the  standing  committees  of  the  churches  in  the  differ- 
ent states  together  with  copies  of  the  necessary  testimonials; 
and  if  the  major  number  of  the  standing  committees  shall 
consent  to  the  proposed  consecration,  the  standing  commit- 
tee of  the  state  or  diocess  cori'cerned  shall  forward  the  evi- 
dence of  such  consent,  together  with  other  testimonials,  to 
the  presiding  bishop  of  the  house  of  bishops,  who  shall  com- 
municate the  same  to  all  the  bishops  in  this  church  in  the 
United  States;  and  if  a majority  of  the  bishops  should  con- 
sent to  the  consecration,  the  presiding  bishop  with  any  two 
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bishops,  may  proceed  to  perform  the  same;  or  any  three 
bishops  to  whom  he  may  co^nihunicate  the  testimonials. 

The  evidence  t)f  the  consent  die  different  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  for  the  house  of  clerical 
and  lay  deputies  in  general  cc  nvention;  and  without  the  afore- 
said requisites,  no  conserraPon  shall  take  place  during  the 
recess  of  the  general  ccnveation. — But  in  case  the  election  of 
a bishop  shall  take  place  within  a year  before  the  meeting  of 
the  general  con«'entioa,  all  matters  relative  to  the  consecra- 
tion shall  be  defened  vnlii  the  said  meeting: 

ri'e  ifth  canon  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VII. 

To  govern  in  the  case  of  a minister  declaring  that  he  will  no 
longer  be  a minister  of  the  Church. 

If  any  minister  of  this  Church  shall  declare  to  the  bishop 
of  the  diocess  to  which  he  belongs,  or  to  any  Ecclesiastical 
authority  for  the  trial  of  clergymen,  or,  where  there  is  no 
bishop,  to  the  standing  committee,  his  renunciation  of  the 
ministry,  and  his  design  not  to  officiate  in  future  in  any  of 
the  offices  thereof;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bishop,  or 
where  there  is  no  bishop,  of  the  standing  committee,  to  re- 
cord the  declaration  so  made.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  bishop  to  admonish,  or  to  suspend  him,  or  to  displace 
him  from  his  grade  in  the  ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and 
record,  in  the  presence  of  two  or  three  clerymen,  that  the 
person,  so  declaring,  has  been  admonished,  or  suspended,  or 
displaced  from  his  grade  in  the  ministry  in  this  Church.  In 
any  diocess,  in  which  there  is  no  bishop,  the  same  sentence 
may  be  pronounced  by  the  bishop  of  any  other  diocess,  in- 
vited by  the  standing  committe  to  attend  for  that  purpose. 
In  the  case  of  displacing  from  the  ministry,  as  above  provi- 
ded for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bishop  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  every  bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  standing 
committee  in  every  diocess,  wherein  there  is  no  bishop. 

The  second  canon  of  1817  is  hereby  repealed. 
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CANON  VIII. 

Concerning  catididates  for  oi'dC-rg^ 

In  addition  to  the  testimonials  produced  by  a person  wish- 
ing to  become  a candidate  for  holy  orders  as  prescribed  by 
the  seventh  canon,  he  must  lay  before  the  standing  commit- 
tee a satisfactory  diploma,  oi  certificate  from  the  instruc- 
tors of  some  approved  literary  institution,  or  a certificate 
from  two  presbyters  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  autho- 
rity of  the  diocess  to  examine  him,  of  his  possessing  such 
academical  learning  as  may  enable  him  to  enter  advan- 
tageously on  a course  of  theology. 

When  a person  applying  to  be  admitted  a candidate,  wish- 
es the  knowledge  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and 
other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical  to  be 
dispensed  with,  the  standing  committee  shall  not  recommend 
him  as  a candidate  until  he  has  laid  before  them  a testimo- 
nial signed  bv  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  the  church,  stating 
that  in  their  opinion  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of 
natural  understanding,  a peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a 
large  share  of  prudence.
